No faddist, this world-fam-

physician-nutritionist 
warns that the best menus 
for losing weight must follow 
the same pattern one is ac­ 
customed to. 
For dieting to 
be effective, menus must be 
m a d f i - ^ ol foods you. enjoy, 
foods readily available, those 
you can afford. 
The secret: don’t cut out, 
cut down. 
Dr. Stare is chairman of 
Harvard University’s Depart­ 
ment of Nutrition, the first 
such autonomous 
department 
in a great medical and health 
center. 
Its staff, headed by 
Stare who organized the de­ 
partm ent in 1942, consists of 
physicians, surgeons and oth­ 
er experts who deal directly 
with problems of human nu­ 
trition.

“ Weight 
control 
is pretty 
much a lifetime proposition 


and therefore one must stick 
to it.’’ he said. 
“ Fad diets are definitely not 
the answer. They trap you in 
a vicious circle of losing and 
gaining that is hopeless and 
quite likely to be dangerous. 
No one is goings to live either 
happily or unhappily for any 
length of time on just black 
coffee and eggs, bananas and 
skim milk, or some supposedly 
‘fabulous formula.’ ’’ 
There is no single food that 
must be banned in a reducing 
diet. Include a wide variety of 
foods in your daily menus to 
assure a balanced diet essen­ 
tial to body health. 
Potatoes, sugar and bread, 
xiften accused of making a per­ 
son “ fat’’, are important foods 
and need not be passed up en­ 
tirely. 
With them, as with 
all other wholesome foods you 
enjoy, 
if you want 
to lose 
weight the trick is this sim­ 
ple. according to Stare: 
Small servings and no sec­ 
ond helpings.

Mr. Mannix said he “personal­ 
ly favors’’ a building code for the 
borough but will entertain all as­ 
pects of the question before pre­ 
senting any proposal to council. 
“At present,” he said “builders 
jjcan use any tyge of construction 
on buildings in Morrisville. 
Zoning Restrictions 
“ Builders are only restricted 
by zoning ordinances. Once they 
satisfy all conditions of a zoning 
ordinance, they can build with 
any material they desire. 
“A building code will provide 
definite restrictions in construc­ 
tion. 
“Now there are some buildings 
in the borough that are not con­ 
structed with adequate fire pro­ 
tection. 
“A building code will prevent 
any of these fire hazards from 
ever coming into being,” 
Mr. 
Mannix said. 
The meeting is set for late this 
month with a definite date to be 
announced.
